Blinded, Clothes Aflame, He 
Ts Slowly Cremated. 


Eyes Gouged Out by Glass of 

Bursting Jar. 

Playing With Giant Powder 
Kills Little Lad. 


His eyes almost literally gouged 
from his head by flying glass, and his 
clothing in flames from burning gun- 
powder, Willard A. Louis, 11-year-old 


‘lson of John Louis, ran and ran, sight- 


less and screaming, until he fell ex- 
hausted to the ground and slowly 
burned to death fifty feet from his 


A dozen persons in Lankershim 
heard the explosion of the glass iar 
filled with Diack giant powder with 
which the boy was playing in the 
yard. No one, however, witnessed his 
cremation, for his father had gone to 
the village to purchase supplies and 
Willard was left alone on the place. 
While it excited comment, residents 
of Lankershim believed the explosion 
that of a hunter’s gun and made no 
investigation. About three hours later 
passers-by noticed the lad’s body ly- 
ing in the yard, half-consume@ by the 
flames. 

Investigation showed that he had 
run blindly from the scene of the ex- 
plosion, marked by the scattered bits 
of glass of the jar in which the pow- 
der had been kept. The footsteps in- 
dicated that the boy had frst at- 
tempted to enter the house and, find- 
ing the door locked, had tirned and 
run frantically toward the road, the 
little half-circles of his path testifying 
mutely to the agonies he suffered. 

Examination of the body told how 
terribie must have been the iad’s 
death. The right eye was entirely 
gone, bits of glass in the socket indi- 
jcating that it nad been literally cut 
out. Another piece had struck the 
boy’s forehead above the left eyebrow, 
the concussion being sufficient to cut 
through the eyelid and blind the eye. 
A deep scalp wound was found on the 
head and the throat was full of par- 
ticles of glass, indicating that, at the 
time of the explosion, the boy was 
bending over the jar. The clothing 
Was entirely burned away and the 
whole surface of the body a mere 
bDiackened crisp. 

The boy's father, who is a rancher, 
states that he left home to g0 to 
about 9 o'clock: Mrs 
Louis died some time ago and the 
father and son had lived alone on the 
place. The former had been in the 
habit of leaving his son alone when he 
was obliged to be absent. Fearing. 
however, that Willard might find the 
jar of powder and do himself harm 
with it, he had placed it on the top 
shelf of the pantry out of the boy's 
reach, as he thought. : 

He had not been gone before 
Willard got a chair and ily pos- 
sessed himself of the coveted prize. He 
carried the jar out into the yard, to- 
gether with a handfal of matches, and 
arranged a little celebration 
own. The marks showed that he had 
poured part of the powder out on the 
ground and applied a match without 
having removed the jar from beside

THOUSANDS OF TONS SHORT. 


Raisin Crop in the Vicinity of Dinu- 

ba Not Moeved on Account of Un- 

settied Marketa. 

DINUBA, Jan. 21.—<Although the 
total crop for 1911 has been several 
thousand tons short of normal, re- 
ports, which have just been com- 
pleted for the raisin districts shew 
that the total shipments of goods to 
the East during October, November 
and December of 1911, were the heav- 
lest for any three months in the 
history of California. Total tonnage 
for the period was 43,100 tons. This 
is almost 10,000 tons heavier than 
the total for 1910, which was the 
former record.
